”yapan s Doctors Help 
US A-Bomb Survivors

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Ateam 
of physicians from the Hiroshima 
Prefectural Medical Association 
Were in SFE last week to examine 
atomic bomb survivors living in the 
US. This isthe fourth US visitforthe 
team since they began their work in 
1977. 

There are an estimated 800- 
1.000 _ atomic “bomb JsSurvivors 
(Hibakusha) living in the US. Most 
| Hibakusha were American citizens 
Who Were studying or visiting in 
Japan and were unable to leave 

本 there during World War 工 . 

本 | FEAR 
1 Many of the survivors are 
ieluctant to identify themselves for 
fear of losing their health or life 
insurance. Im - addition ”most 
U American doctors know little about 
howto treat radiation victims. 

:和 “In Japan the survivors are cared 
for by the government. In the US 
Usurvivors must depend on individual 
， physicians who dont have the 
knowledge to care for them. There 

are 370,000- survivors living in 
Japan so we can at least get Some 
jidea of how to treat them,” 
explained Dr. Kazunori Kodama, of 
the Radiation Effects Researching 
oundation. 

The visits sponsored by the 

， Japanese Ministry of Health and 
Welfare occufr only once every two 
years.“All we can really do is take 
case histories， provide routine 
examinations and labor work. And 让 
We find anything abnormal, we refer 
them to their regular physican,” 
odama stated. 

The survivors must live under 
ntinued stress of whether they 


will have' -any health Problems 
tomorrow or years, from now,”he 
observed， 

FEor many years the Japanese 
American Citizens League (JACL) 
and other concerned groups have 
lobbied unsuccessfully to try and get 
the US _ government to provide 
compensation to _ the Hibakusha. 
“There's been a lot of opposition 
位 om the Dept. of Defense because 
they don't want to expose the 
government to other liabilities,， said 
Ron Wakabayashi, national director 
iof the JACL. 

NOTHING 

“JIn Japan the government paysS 
for two check-ups a year. They even 
pay for your transportation from 
where you live， Here we get 
nothing,” declared Mariko Lindsey. 
Lindsey, 37, was ii-uiero atthe time 
of the bombing. Many children of 
Survivors suffered from birth defects. 
Although Lindsey was born normal， 
she suffers _ from respiratory and 
thyroid problems. 

“Tt'S Very hard on us， said 
Lindsey. “Tm always afraid the 
doctors will say something bad, and 
then TI feel very bad. The American 
doctors ”don't understand oOUI 
problems， 

“The Japanese doctors only 
come once every tw years. They 
can ，only help us find the 
symptoms and Provide us with 
information as to what to do. 工 m 
hoping the American government 
will help us so that the doctors won't

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So. Bay Conducting 
Health Needs survey

PALO ALTO 一 One ofthe first 
countywide Surveys on the health 
needs of Asians is being conducted 
by the Santa_ Clara County Asian 
Health Assessment Project now 
through June 30. 

Since May， 23 bilingual 
interviewers have completed over 
1.000 ,phone and in-home health 
questionnaires of randomly-selected 
Asian families in the county in three 
Specific target groups: Vietnamese， 
Cambodian and Chinese. 

They hope to complete 1,500 to 
1,800 questionnaires by the end of 
the month. 

MOST RECENT 

The _ Vietnamese， Cambodian 
and Chinese _ Population in the 
county is ”specifically ， targeted 
becanse they are .the most recent 
Asian arrivals-and the largest Asian 
group in Santa Clara county， 
explained Connie Young Yu， 
Operations director of the study. 

The Assessment Projectreceived 
$28,270infunds throughthe County 
Health， Department for the two- 
month study.…Ifwe had more funds， 
we would look for Laotians and 


[other Asian groups],” Yu added. 

The survey consists of about 120 
health questions and takes about254 
minutes to _ complete. All surveys 
must be completed with the 
asSistance of one of the 10 Chinese 
(Mandarin， Shanghainese， 
Cantonese)，seven Vietnamese OFT 
five Cambodian interviewers who 
either phone from a San Jose office 
or come door to door between 8:30 
am and 8 pm. 

Survey questions include what 
type of health problems the person 
has orhad, whathe has done to solve 
丰 ，what kind of services he wouljd 
Seek，how often he seeks medical 
help and queries about stresS， 
anxieties and worrieS: 

UNIQUE 

A unique aspect of the 
questionnaire are SeVveral questions 
at the efSSERERE SUFvey which are 
aimed at refugees who have lived 
through the war in Vietnam. The 
purpose of the questions is to find 
out if the trauma of war has had an 
effect on their current health status， 

“Originally, we had very general 
questions， Yu said aboutthe section 
on refugees.“We were afraid that 计 


Banned Chinese Medicine May 
Be Linked to Health Problems 


PORTITLAND, Oregon 一 mtwo 
unrelated incidents, in 人 Washington 
and Oregon,thebanned arthritis pills 
Chuifong Toukuwan may haye 
caused the death of one person and 
the near-death of another late 1las 

month. 

“ According to a report in 77je 
Oregomia1 the US Food and Drug 
Administration found that the 45- 
year-old woman from Longview， 
Washington, who died May 16 had 
taken the over-the-counter Chinese 
medicine. IThough only herbal 
ingredients are listed in the English 
labeling, the federal agency said that 
the chuifong toukuwan pills 
contained phenylbutazone， a 
powerful painkiller available by 
prescription only. 

BLEEDING 

The drug is an anti-inflammant 
which can cause intestinal bleeding 
and a loss of white blood cells 
(necessary to fight off infections) 让 
taken exXcesSively. 

The woman had suffiered back pain 
and She obtained the dark-colored 
pills from a Chinese apothecary in 
Portland，Oregon, via a friend. The 
OwWner of the Jen Tai Co.， Jen Tai 
Tsui, has Since agreed to stop selling 
the medicine at the request of the 
EDA， 

An autopsy of the woman 
Showed no apparent cause of death. 
She died less than a week after she 
began taking the medicine,，said her 
doctor， 

Sixty-two-year-old Giles 


Franklin of Oregon was luckier. 
Suffering from arthritis， he was 
willing to try the Chinese herbal 
medicine which reportedly could 
relieve the pain he suffered. 
QUICK 
Though he told 7jpe Oregomiam 
that the pills di help with the 
arthritis，he had some misgivings 
about them.“I can't see how that 
herbal medicine would give that 
quick a result. It didn't seem totally 
right,”Franklin said. 


On May 15, Franklin was in an . 


emergency IOom Seeking attention 
forbadly swollen feet and breathing 
difficulties, There, the doctors found 
that he had an alarmingly low 
potassium level 一 low enough that 
his doctor stated he could have 
suffered heart failure. 

An FDA spokesperson noted 
that Selling a drug such as 
phenylbutazone without a 
prescription could subject the seller 
to federal prosecution. However, he 
cautioned that prosecution might 
require that the seller Kowizg1 
Sold the prescription-only drug. Tsui 
maintains that he thought the 


-chiufong toukuwan had only herbs in 


it, as listed on the label. 

Though the FDAhas banned the 
medicine from entering the US，it 
still arrives here, often through direct 


mail orders from  _ individuals. 
“There's no way we llstop all of it,” 
said David “Chesney， chief 


investigator of the FEFDA'Ss Portland 
office. 口

But Yu noted the project staff 
changed the questions at the urging 
of Several of the Vietnamese and 
Cambodian interviewers ”who 
themselves have had first hand 
experience in the Vietnam War. 

“They asked us, “Why not ask 
directly” Why stop at asking about 
their friends and relatively2” ”Yu 
explained. Much to everyone's 
Surprise，only one out of several 
hundred refugees interviewed 
refused to answerthatpart ofthe sur- 
Vey,， she said. 

DOOR-SLAMMING 

Jn fact, the overall refusal rate to 
the questionnaire is very low，Yu 
noted, although refusals and“door- 
slamming” are still very hard for the 
interviewers to deal with. 

“We have to convince people 
we're not trying to sell anything, that 
we are doing something to help 
people. Theyall really try so hard to 
be nice,， Yu said of the interviwers 
who are mostly students，teachers 
and housewives. 

All information from the Survey 
is given in strict confidence，Yu 
stressed， “Any identificaion or 
markings is taken of 他 of the 
questionnaire,， she reported, adding 
that only answers to the questions 
and group identification，such as 
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ethnicity, sex and age are put in the 
compnter for processing. 

Phone books and the census 
tracts werethemajorsources forthe 
study. Withthe phone book, all those 
names which sounded Chinese， 
Vietnamese or Cambodian were 
taken and puton aresourcelist. Then 
every tenth name was pulled and put 
on a calling list. 

PROBLEMS 

Some problems arose from this 
System because it was Sometimes 
difficult to identify Asian names. 
Some people with names such as 
Young, Shaw and King were Asian， 
but Some were not，Yu observed. 
“But we had to call all ofthem,” she 
Sald. 

The census tracts were also 
helpful because many people did not 
have phones，or more than one 
family shared one phone. Some of 
the interviewers，Pparticularly 
Cambodian speakers，had more 
Success in areas with high 
concentrations of Asians and calling 
personally on every third house. 

“Wehavetopick atrandom;”Yu 


enjoyed talking about their health 
needs，Ihose who were the most 
“neglected”in terms of resources 
talked most candidly，observed the 
study director. “IThey were pleased 
to have Someone ask them questions 
and who were concerned abonut 
them.” 
INITEREST 

Not only recent immigrants and 
refugees are needed for the survey， 
Yu pointed out All Chinese， 
Vietnamese， and Cambodian 
residents of Santa Clara county are 
asked to assist in the study. 

JInterest in doing such a study 
stemmed from a general county 
health survey:three yeasrs ago0. The 
county later decided that more 
Specific information was needed. 
Thus a Survey of Spanish-speaking 
residents ”was “ performed “soon 
afterwards. 

As aresult ofthat Survey, noted 
Yu，more Spanish language health 
information and Services Were 
created in the county. 

Director of the Spanish and 
Asian study，Dr. Ken Meinhardt， 
chief of psychiatric services for the 
county, as well as commnunity groups

So far, Yu is quite pleased with 
the Survey.“This is quite abig study 
for a county to sample the Asian 
population and find out their 
particular needs.” 

FEinal results from the survey will 
not be ready for Several months, bnut 
the county will probably reactto it in 
Some fashion，Yu predicted. “The 
county isn't going to waste money.…. 
there is a purpose.” 

Ihe Assessment Project will 
operate for two more Weeks. All 
official interviewers carryY county 
health badges，reported the study 
director.

ANTI-CRIME 

According to Penny Chan，an 
anti-crime Specialist with the non- 
profit ” organization ， SF Safety 
Awareness for Everyone，briefly 
explained that ”sexual assault 
includes two general types of 


”actions: Tape and sexual battery. 


Rape involves Sexual intercourse 
with Someone otherthan the accused 
person?s spouse，without consent， 
under misrepresentation， through 
iduress or fear of retaliation. Sexual 
battery involves the unwanting 
physical touching of a person's 
intimate parts for the purpose of 
Sexual arousal， ,gratification or 
abuse. 

JIn her work at S.A.F.E.，Chan 


， had been reading materials about the 


topic in general， IThen，Chen，a 
mental health educator at Health 
Center #5 approached her abonut 


taking a closerlook at how the Asian 
American community was affected 
by sexual assault. 

For Chen, the topic was not newW. 
She had held some educational 
Presentations in the community a 
few years back， Now，she said， 
Several friends suggested that she try 
and start Something about sexual 
assault again. 

REPUTAIION 
Both Chen and Chan agree that 


there are Some unique problems in | 


the Asian community which make it 


hardto deal with theissue. Oneofthe | 
most common，they Said，was the | 
fears of what others in the | 


community would think，of what 
would happen to the family"s 
reputation. 

Chen related one incident of 
Which she learned when she worked 
at another Chinatown agency.“A 
daughter was assaulted by someone 
in the [apartment] building. Instead 
of going through the normal process 
you':d expect people from here to do， 
the whole family packed up and left. 

“The girl was talking with a 
physician or nurse and that is how 
the counselor found out about the 
problem. She tried to make a home 
visit. That's when the family left 一 
when they found out that she [the 
daughterl] had talked with a 
counselor, relatedthe mental health 
educator: Chen added that the 
parents were angry thatthe daughter 
had talked with someone outside of 
the family about the incident. 

“They were humiliated by the 
act, Chan suggested after hearing of 
the Story，. 


Liao Chengzhi Dies in China 


BEITING - Liao Chengzhi a. 
partypolitburo mermber and a top 


administrator in charge of over- 


Seas Chinese affairs，died sudden- 
ly of a heart attack June 10 at the 
age.of 73. 

Liao's father was Liao Zhong- 
kai，one of the founders of the 
Nationalist .Party. Born in Japan， 
the younger Liao studied in 
Japan，Germany and the Soviet 
Union. He became a classmate of 
Chiang Ching-Kuo ”while they 
were studying in Moscow. 

Last July，Liao wrote a letter 
to Chiang and offered to go to 
Taipei to discuss the possibility of 
apeaceful solution to end the civil 
War of China. Chiang did not re- 


.ply to Liao. 


Liao joined the Communist 


Party early in his life. He partici- 


pated in the Long March and was 
arrested twice by the Nationalists 
and spent more than three years 
in pITison . 

After 1949，he was put 
charge of overseas affairs till the 
Cultural Revolation when the Red 
Guards attacked him. He was TIe- 
habilitated in 1971. In recent 
years,， he also directed the office 
concerned with Macao and Hong 
Kong affairs. 


Three .years ag0，he came to 
Stanford Medical Center to un- 
dergo a heart Operation. In spite 
of his 型 health, however, he had 
gathered imore responsibility late- 
ly. It was widely reported that 
Liao was to be named a state vice- 
president at the current Congress， 
being held in Beijing. 口

NEWCOMER 

In another incident， Chen 
recalled，“It _ involved newcomer 
families， A_ few young girls were 
assaulted by an.older Filipino man 
[in Portsmouth Square]. They were 
Six and eleven, the older was a little 
mentally retarded.”When the older 
girl told one of her teachers，the 
teacher reported it，and Chen was 
called in to help with the case by.the 
district attorney's o 什 ce. 

“A lot of it has to do with 
communication within the family 一 
the lack of commnuication. People 
Suspected that the man's pattern was 
to go to immigrant children because 
he believed that the children would 
not talk with their parents,”noted 
Chen. “The parents may be very 
busy, in the factory [for instance].?” 

When Chen talked with the girls” 
father，she remembered that he did 
not believe that Something like that 
could have happened to them. 工 keep 
my .eyes on the kids; I take 
them to Commodrore Stockton and 
they stay busy there on the 
playground, he told her. Then their 
mother would come to pick them up 
to return home. 

The anti-crime Specialist 
asserted,， Thebusy parents feelthey 
are providing the best care they can 
forthe children. Butthere is always a 
space [of time when] the children 
can go do Something they don't want 
to tell their parents about”Going 
from the Commodore Stockton 
playground to Portsmouth Square 
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without their permission could very 
well have been one of those times， 
Chan explained. 

HUMILIAIION 

Chen noted,“The father said to 
me，I think someone is making this 
up to hurt my family”s reputation，” 
When the cases went to trial，the 
parents were not there, she recalled. 
Her colleague suggested that 
her parents could not stand 
the humiliation. Chen concurred and 
added,“Some parents try to block 
out the whole thing; they want to 
forget it all.” 

Chan explained that even 让 
Someone can Overcome the fear of 
what will happen to her reputation 
and that of her family"s the 
Problems are not over.“There is the 
problem of being monolingual; you 
have to look for atranslator. They re 
Supposed to be available within the 
system, but they [Asians] don't want 
to talk with strangers.” 

She maintained that not only 
would the person have to Speak the 
victim's language, but would have to 
be Specially-trained as well， Chen 
agreed _ that fnding Someone 
comfortable with whom to speak 
could be difficult. 

“Survivors might not want to go 
to Sexual TIrauma Services.Ihey 
might waita week,monthoryearand 
then talk with a teacher，doctor or 
minister,”she noted. Chen recalled 
that afriend whom shehadknowntfor 
eight years one day unexpectedly 
told her that she had been assaulted 
when She was a young girl. 

“She [my friend] was St 
affected by it. I did not know what 
to do .. .You can always make a 
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referral, but you shouldknow whatto 
do on the spot [when someone tells 
yousomething like thatl]，the mental 
health educator asserted. 
MYTHS 

According to Chan， the 
conference will help sort out the 
myths and facts about sexual asSault. 
One ofthe myths that prevails is that 
a Woman who is raped Somehow 一 
maybe，Pperhaps，in Some way 一 
“asked for it,”she noted. 

Psychologist Davis Ja concurred 
that many in the community 
including Asian American males， 
may tend to blame the victim of the 
assault.” [In]  a male response， 
traditionally youd expect people to 
get angry and blame the person.” 


He speculated that part of the 
reSponse could be dueto apatrilineal 
point of view.“[Men] think that an 
object of yours is damaged; that yoOUT 
PrIoperty is being destroyed.， Ja 
observed that a common first 
reaction by males could be the 
withdrawal of support. Though he 
felt there was no ways to avoid the 
feelings of anger，Ja，who is the 
deputy director at the Richmond 
Maxi Center，stressed that Asian 
males must deal with both it and the 
withdrawal of support. 

Chen and Chan feel that 72Q1t7J 
people in the community must begin 
to deal with the issue of sexual 
asSault 一 both male and female. 
They hope that at least 50 persons 
will attend the conference which 
includes workshops，.panels and 
speakers, including Ja. 


工 hough the conference is the first 
step，both women emphasized that 
they wantthe responsetobe ongoing. 
“What we are trying to do is to give 
people a resource to call for 
information or to find some sort of 
help,”explained Chan. She said that 
the committee hopes to pull togehter 
the resources in the commnunity and 
develop a netwofrk of agencies and 
People.

Paul Louie Leaves Legacy of 
Community Service in SF 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Anoted 
Asian American community activist 
and businessperson，Paul Louie， 
died earlier this month of a heart 
attack While looking”over some 
Property in Fairfield. The 3$8-year- 
old man left a long legacy of 
commitment to both community 
Service and to business SuccesS. 

Louie helped to organize the 
heavily-used Portsmouth Square 
Garage ip Chinatown，and also 
helped to found several financial 
institutions in the area, including the 
Bank of the Orient，Civic Federal 
Savings and Loan Association and 
the Bank of Trade. 

NEMS 

Born in China, Louie came tothe 
US when he was only four， He 
graduated from San Francisco”s 
了 Polytechnic School and received a 
degree from UC Berkeley. He also 
earmed a law degree from Hastings 
Law School in San Francisco. 

For about four years，the 
Belmontresident servedon theboard 
of directors for the Northeast 
Medical Services (NEMS) in 
Chinatown. He had just been voted 
in as the vice-chair.“Wearesosad,” 
said NEMS executive director 
Sophie Wong. “He made great 
contributions and had a great mind,， 
especially in business.” 

Wong noted that many on the 
board had health care expertise, but 
few had the business acumen Louie 
possessed. “Anything we talked 
about [doing], hbe would ask, “Where 
will we get the money from; are we 
going to run in the red? ”recalled 
Wong， 

“Mr Louie has left a lasting 
jimpact on ouUr board,” declared 


， Helen Hui，chair of the NEMS 


board. “His keen analytical skil， 
tempered by prudence and wisdom， 
and coupled with his direct yet 
persuasive manner of presentation， 
made his term as vice presidentofthe 
board a highlight in the history ofthe 


agency.” 
LUNG 
Louie had also been very 
involved with the lung association 
for about 13 years. He began at the 
local level, moved onto the state, and 
most recently had been named as a 


director-at-large for the national 站 


asSociation. 

Robin Jones， asSociated 
director ofthe SF Lung Association 
remembered meeting Louie even 
before he began serving the first of 
his three three-year terms on 
the board in 1970. 

“TI have known MIr. Louie since 
the mid-60s. . . . He was one of the 


people on the Chinatown X-Ray 


Advisory Committee of the lung 
assSociation.”That group, explained 
Jones， helped to organize and 
promote_ tuberculosis _ screening in 
Chinatown. 

The lung associate executive 
spoke warmly of the man who had 
Served as the agencys board 
president from 1975-76.“He was 
excellent with the sta 任 . . . .He was a 
modest man . . . . He had endearing 
qualities.”Not only was he liked by 
the staff, Jones recalled, he was also 
highly respected by his board 
colleagues， 

She noted that the association 
has a core of volunteers in its o 包 ce， 
sometimes Up to 50-60 at a time. 
“He was always very careful to stop 
in the ofce when wehad volunteers 
in,especially when he was President. 
He wanted them to know that the 


board was aware of the marvelous 
job they were doing for the 
association: 


“We shall miss him always. His 


death was quite a blow to us,”she

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Meetitng on Asian Holding 
Fund Does Not Happen 


By DIANE YEN-MEIWONG 

OAKLAND -- After waiting a 
month for a folow-up meeting 
with the Oakland Office of Eco- 
nomic Development and Employ- 
ment to discuss a proposal for the 
use of part of a $1 million dona- 
tion to the city，Asian American 
community persons found them- 
selves left out in the cold . 

Despite numerous attempts by 
several members of the Chinatown 
Project Area _ Committee and the 
East Bay Consortium, the meeting 
place could not be confirmed, and 
the person with whom they were 
to_ meet，Susan Caldwell，could 
not be contacted. Caldwell is in 
charge of the city's employment 
and training programs. 

The planned meeting did not 
transpire on the Scheduled date of 
Monday, June 13. 

CONFIRM 

“IT called her (CaldwelD) two 
times to confirm and never got an 
answWer back,”said Serena Chen， 
treasurer of the Project Area Com- 
mittee (PAC). Chen also remarked 
that even Caldwell's secretary did 
not return the cajlls. 

“Serena and I are very disap- 
pointed,”commented Victor Mar， 
chair of the PAC. Though he said 
he did not want to say that this 
was“typical ”of the city, Mar did 
assert，“ That's what's been hap- 
pening between the staff (of 
(OEDE) and the PAC-and they re 
the ones who are supposed to 
communicate with us.” 

The June meeting with the 
OEDE was supposed to _ focus on 
the proposal which the subcom- 
mittee，comprised of members of 
the PAC and the consortium, had 


presented to the mayor last Fe- 


bruary. The plan called for the al- 
location to the Asian community 
of $333,000，or 309% of the re- 
maining uncommitted funds from 
the $1 million given to Oakland 
from Asian Holdings. 

Asian Holdings had donated 
the money to the city to help im- 
plement affirmative action Pro- 
grams in the permanent -jobs 
Which would result from the four- 
block redevelopment project 让 


planned for Oakland. 


DIFFICULTIES 

As of now, the corporation has 
completed just one block. It is re- 
portedly having serious financial 
difficulties and may not be able to 
complete the remaining three- 
block area which is adjacent to 
downtown and the Chinatown 
area， 

According to the proposal sub- 
mitted to the mayor，the Asian 
American community wished to 
establish a “Community Employ- 
ment and Training Eund ”which 
had four major areas: 

一 Economic development pro- 
ject loan pool ($123 ,000); 

一 Directemployment and train- 
ing project grants and a Teserve 
pool for matching grants ($1135 - 
000); 

一 Small business loan pool 
($60.000); and 

一 “Administrative 
($35,000)， 

The subcommittee _ stressed ， 
however，“Our recommendation 
on the alocation of Asian 
Holdings monies is not with the 
intention impinging on the needs 
of the other unemployed commnu- 
nities in Oakland. We are-not Say- 
ing Asian Holdings monies should 
be allocated for Asians only . . . . 
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“With the revitalization of 
Oakland comes many new Oppor- 
tunities for the unemployed and 


underemployed Asian population 上 
,to seek jobs in construction , main- 
tenance and services. Due to his- 


toric discrimination, language bar- 
riers and cultural differences, the 
Asian population has not acquired 
the necessary knowledge, training 
and skills to Successfully compete 
for these jobs,”read the proposal.

“Everyone 中 ves 
commitments，but when it comes 
to when and where (those com- 
mitments w 刘 happen), they (the 
commitments) disappear,”]lament 
ed Chen.“This makes the commu- 
nity feel like we are not being 
treated with any respect.”Chen 
also _ maintained that such beha- 
Vior was not professional. 

Chen, who is also a member of 
the East Bay consortium，did ac- 
knowledge that at least one posi- 
tive action has resulted. “OEDE 
sent a jletter to Asian Holdings 
Saying that they expect them to 
have the next plan (for the other 
three blocks) ready by July 31， 
and that they should contact the 
Chinatown PAC.” 

GOOD STEP 

Mar concurred that this was a 
good step. He explained that the 
letter had been sent to Peter Sin ， 
the deputy President of Asian 
Holdings and representative for 
the _ first phase of the project， 


Trans Pacific Centre. 


He read part of the jletter to 
East/West“Eoryour information， 
a_ preliminary indication from the 
Oakland Project Area Committee 
is that they wish to see low and 
Imoderate income housing，public 
parking Spaces and _ community 
Space (in the next phase).” 

Although the subcommittee 
has yet to formulate its next step 
in setting up a _ community train- 
ing and employment fund，Chen

to the two key questions were 
shipped out to other camps， And 
Tule Lake became the maximum- 
Security compound for those who 
either answered“no-no”(the basis 
of John Okada's landmark novel， 
No-No Boy)，or refused to answer 
the questionnaire at all. 

RECALCITRANT

Lake as notthat different from life at 
the other camps although Tule Lake 
Was the home for all those the 
government considered recalcitrant. 
“There 。 were ， the ever-present 
physicaj and Psychological 
hardships,”the book states“such as 
inadequate _ medical care， poor 
quality food，substandard living 
quarters，mental breakdowns，and 
Weakened family structures.”

Tsuchida said:

That's 
why there were the strikes and the 
demonstrations. 

By 1944,， 70% of all the Nisei 
held at Tule Lake renounced their 
American citizenship according to 
the book. IThe internees were tor 
apart about their allegiances to a 
country which took away their 
constitutional rights,， 

Tulean Harry Ueno summed up 


、the problem in this way: 


Well，when you get about 16,000 
people (thepopulation of Tule Lake at 
its height) from all over and then coop 
them up in a small space，you'Te 
boundtohave all kinds ofpeople. You 
cantjust put them in jail without any 
reason. 玉 they had areason, then they 
know they have to take the 
punishment. But a lot of people were 
angry with whatthe governmentdidto 
them，That's the main reason why 
they wanted to go back to Japan. Not

RENOUNCED 

Over half of the some 8000 
persons Who were ITepatriated or 
expatriated to Japan after World 
War II ended were detained at Tule 
Lake. Still many other Tuleans had 
Tenounced their American 
citizenship in anger and frustration. 

The book delves into many ofthe 
internees”experiences returning to 
the fold after detainment and 
incarceration. Many of the surviving 
Nisei had not talked about their 
experiences _ until these interviews 
Were conducted. 

JInternee 天 ashiwagi said of his 
release: 

Certainly you don't go around telling 

people that you spent time at Tule 

Lake during the war. You try to push 

that back somewhere and not think 

about it; you try to block out thatpart 
of your life, but you have to live with 
it You try to find a safe niche in 
society and hope that no one will pry 
into your past . .. Living under such 

Pressure，it S inevitable that doubts 

and questions about your actions 

should arise and that there should be 
feelings of guilt.

Public Hearing 
Slated on C'town 
Health lssues 


SAN FRANCISCO Dr. 
Floyd Huen, a clinic physician who 
WwWorked at Health Center ##4 in SFE 
Chinatown for four years，recently 
raised _ arguments which he hoped 
would generate discussions at an 
upcoming public forum on health 
care in the community. 

The planned meeting Was 
Sparked by the health department s 
decision to rotate HC #4"s director 
Dr: Cecilia Johnson to another 
center.“Formost patients of Health 
Center ##4, the main importance of 
the whole controversy over the 
rotation of Dr. Ceceilia Johnson and 
public health nurses is: will services 
be maintained and expanded, or cut 
back? To answer this question,” 
asserted Huen, “we have to look at 
recent history.” 

CLOSE DOWN 

The physician cited Dr. Mervyn 
Silverman's attempts to close down 
the district health centers because of 
Proposition 13 tax cuts as an 
important part of that history. 
Silverman is the Public Health 
Director.“Public outcry prevented 
that [the closing of the centers], but 
he did close down emergency 
Services at HC #4,”Huen charged. 

He also cited the department's 
failureto allocate $$,000torepair an 
Xx-Tray Imachine which had been 
donated to the center by the lung 
association. According to the doctor， 
about 1,800 screenings were taken at 
the _ center every year.“Now,”he 
said, “patients with positive skin 
reactions must go to Chinese 
Hospital NEMS or travel miles to 
SF General for screening X-TayS.” 

These actions，he maintained， 
contrasted with those taken by Dr. 
Johnson，under whose leadership， 
Huen - points out， the “ center 
expanded its tuberculosis Screening， 
family “ planning， Prenatal and 


nutrition programs-. 

Huen also noted that Johnson 
and Maylian Lee helped to “initiate 
and build up”NEMS . (Northeast 
Medical Services) and On Lok 
Senior Health Services，as well as 
Chinatown North Beach Family 
Planning， St. Anthony's clinic， 
North of Market Health Center and 
others. 
GREWV 

“In short，under Dr， Johnson， 
Supported by Dr Francis -Curry， 
Silverman”s predecessor，HC ##4 
grew from one of the smallest to the 
largest center with a budget of over 
$900,000,”noted Huen. 

He continued,“Dr. Johnson has 
been a model health officer because 
she (a) listened to the needs of the 
community andresponded; (b) gotto 
know the people well; and (c)trained 
new people to take leadership.”He 
also_ defended her role in doing 
“more for affirmative action in 
health care in Chinatown than 
anybody else.” 

Huen charged that the decision 
to rotate Johnson “amounted to 
forced resignation.””He called the 
unilateral move to make the family 
planning service of the clinic go 
under civil service and then the 
Subsequent delaying ofthe decision s 
implementation “demoralizing” to 
the staf 人 . 

“Is Silverman really interested in 
Services for Chinatown and bringing 
in a Chinese districthealth o 人 cerfor 
that reason?” demanded the 
physician.“OFr is he obsessed with 
control, and cutting down services by 
using rotation 工 think history 
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behooves the latter conclusion, dont 
you2”he :queried. 


Huen stressed that the 
community musttake control ofwhat 
is happening at the center. “The first 
step is to _ become informed; the 
second to get involved. ”Only 
community and patient involvement 
will save HC 区 4,”he concluded.
